Funds from Commonwealth 
bid may go to amateur sport

report The Halifax Region¬ 
al Municipality could soon 
be getting an extra infusion 
of cash to support the de¬ 
velopment of amateur 
sport in the region. 

According to a report set 
to go before regional coun¬ 
cil tomorrow, Halifax’s de¬ 
cision to drop its bid to host 
the 2014 Commonwealth 
Games back in 2007 result¬ 
ed in extra money sitting 
around in the bid society’s 
coffers. The society decided 
those leftover funds, a total 
of $103,785, should be 
transferred to the munici¬ 
pality. 

“Allocation of the funds is 
at the municipality’s discre¬ 


tion,” the report states. 

Staff are suggesting the 
money be channelled into 
the Canada Games Legacy 
Fund, a $1-million pot de¬ 
signed to support amateur 
sport in Nova Scotia, in¬ 
cluding development of 
athletes, coaches, officials 
and volunteers. 

“Incorporating the re¬ 
maining funds from the 
Commonwealth Games bid 
into the Canada Games 
Legacy Fund will ensure 
that the money is available 
to all 55 recognized sport 
organizations in Nova Sco¬ 
tia,” the report says. 

Council could also 
choose to use the funds to 
support other sport-related 
activities, or for a totally 
unrelated municipal proj¬ 
ect.

Taliban wooing 
could backfire: Envoy 


Afghanistan Canada’s top 
envoy in Afghanistan 
warns wooing the Taliban 
could backfire on coalition 
forces if peaceful Afghans 
feel put out. 

William Crosbie, Cana¬ 
da’s ambassador to 
Afghanistan, told reporters 
yesterday the gesture is 
pointless if others perceive 
the Taliban as being 
favoured. 

A scheme to lure moder¬ 
ate militants from the in¬ 
surgency’s more radical el¬ 
ements emerged from a re¬ 
cent international confer¬ 
ence in London. 

The plan involves paying 
out hundreds of millions 
of dollars to low-and mid¬ 
level Talibs in the hopes 
they’ll defect. 

Jobs and vocational 


training to militants who 
lay down their arms would 
also be offered under the 
scheme. 

But Crosbie cautioned 
against any move that 
makes ordinary Afghans 
feel like the Taliban are 
getting a better deal than 
they are. 

“There’s no point devel¬ 
oping some kind of a fund 
to which former insur¬ 
gents are eligible if we’re 
not equally providing sup¬ 
port to Afghans who are 
not part of the insurgency 
now,” he said. 

“So we don’t want to cre¬ 
ate the impression that 
somehow if you're a mem¬ 
ber of the insurgency that 
you would be uniquely be 
able to benefit from the

Dart med team gets mobile 


Haiti Canada’s Disaster As¬ 
sistance Response Team is 
putting a new tool in the 
field in earthquake shat¬ 
tered Haiti. 

The DART will send out a 
mobile medical team today 
for the first time in Haiti. 

The team will spend the 
day in an area about 15 
kilometres from the vil¬ 
lage of Leogane. 

In an email, Canadian 
Forces Major Bernard 
Dionne says the area has 
been assessed as one 
where many Haitians suf¬ 
fered earthquake-related 
injuries. 

The mobile medical 


teams consist of nearly a 
dozen medical personnel, 
plus a few soldiers to offer 
protection and Dionne 
says they can treat 100 peo¬ 
ple a day. 

He says the military 
plans to send one team out 
each day, and will use heli¬ 
copters to get them into ar¬ 
eas where no road access is 
available. Dionne says the 
concept was used success¬ 
fully in Pakistan after that 
country was hard-hit by an 
earthquake in 2005. 

Personnel from the 
teams are drawn from 
DART’s medical clinic.

U.S. group held after trying 
to take kids across border

PORT-AU-PRINCE Ten U.S. Bap¬ 
tists were being held in the 
Haitian capital yesterday af¬ 
ter trying take 33 children 
out of Haiti at a time of 
growing fears over possible 
child trafficking. 

The church members, 
most from Idaho, said they 
were trying to rescue aban¬ 
doned children. But officials 
said they lacked the proper 
documents when they were 
arrested Friday night in a 
bus along with earthquake 
survivors aged from two 
months to 12 years. 

The group said its “Hait¬ 
ian Orphan Rescue Mis¬ 
sion” was an effort to help 
the children by taking them 
to an orphanage across the 
border in the Dominican 
Republic. 

“In this chaos the govern¬ 
ment is in right now, we 
were just trying to do the 
right thing,” the group’s 
spokeswoman, Laura Sils- 
by, told The Associated 
Press at the police head¬ 
quarters in the capital, 
where the Americans were 
being held pending a hear¬ 
ing today. No charges had 
been filed. 


Fake agencies 

• The intergovernmental In¬ 
ternational Organization for 
Migration reported in 2007 
that bogus agencies in Haiti 
were offering children to 
rich Haitians and foreigners 
for processing fees reaching 
$10,000 US. 

The children, some of 
them sick and dehydrated, 
were taken to an orphanage 
run by Austrian-based SOS 
Children’s Villages, which 
was trying to find their par¬ 
ents or close relatives, said a 
spokesman there, George 
Willeit. 

The Baptist group 
planned to take 100 kids by 
bus to a 45-room hotel at 
Cabarete, a beach resort in 
the Dominican Republic, 
that they were converting 
into an orphanage, Silsby 
told the AP. 

The group — the first 
known to be taken into cus¬ 
tody since the Jan. 12 quake 
— put themselves in the 
middle of a firestorm in 
Haiti, where government 
leaders have suspended 
adoptions amid fears that 
children are more vulnera¬ 
ble than ever to trafficking.

I have seen public and 
private organizations sub¬ 
sidize products such as en¬ 
ergy efficient lights for a 
period of time, providing a 
discount to the consumer. 

This helps build a market

With tax season coming 
up, remember you can 
claim a tax credit (line 364) 
for monthly transit pass 
costs.

Twitter, texting partly to 
blame for bad grammar 


Little or no grammar teach¬ 
ing, cellphone texting, so¬ 
cial networking sites like 
Faceboolc and Twitter, all 
are being blamed for an in¬ 
creasingly un¬ 
acceptable 
number of 
post-sec- 
ondaiy stu¬ 
dents who 
can’t write 
properly. 

For years 
there’s been a 
flood of anec¬ 
dotal com¬ 
plaints from 
professors 
about what 
they say is 
the wretched state of Eng¬ 
lish grammar coming from 
some of their students. 

Now there seems to be 
some solid evidence. 

Ontario’s Waterloo Uni¬ 
versity is one of the few 
post-secondaiy institutions 
in Canada to require the 
students they accept to 
pass an exam testing their 
English language skills. 

Almost one-third of 
those students are failing. 

“Thirty per cent of stu¬ 
dents who are admitted 


are not able to pass at a 
minimum level,” says Ann 
Barrett, managing director 
of the English language 
proficiency exam at Water¬ 
loo Universi¬ 
ty- 

Barrett 
says the fail¬ 
ure rate has 
jumped five 
percentage 
points in the 
past few 
years, up to 
30 per cent 
from 25 per 
cent. 

“What has 
happened in 
high school 
that they cannot pass our 
simple test of written Eng¬ 
lish, at a minimum?” she 
asks. 

Even those with good 
marks out of Grade 12, so- 
called elite students, “still 
can’t pass our simple test,” 
she says. 

At Simon Fraser Univer¬ 
sity in British Columbia, 
one in 10 new students are 
not qualified to take the 
mandatory writing courses 
required for graduation.

Thirteen months ago, a 
team of researchers at 
Clemson University, 
including Pernille 
Christensen, Martha Skin¬ 
ner and Doug Hecker, de¬ 
veloped a concept, SEED, 
providing temporary relief 
for victims of natural dis¬ 
asters. 

Their method involves 
turning used shipping con¬ 
tainers into sustainable 
housing. 

SAFE AND SUSTAINABLE 
SHIP 

In order for SEED to 
work, you need a surplus 
of shipping containers, a 
port and labor. When re¬ 
cent mudslides in Colum¬ 
bia left thousands home¬ 
less, the lack of port action 
meant SEED was unable to 
take action. 

The Caribbean, bordered 
by the ocean and whose 
surplus of imports over ex¬ 
ports means an accumula¬ 
tion of shipping contain¬ 
ers, is ideal — there are an 
estimated 30 million un¬ 
used containers. 

“Sometimes it’s cheaper 
for the containers to re¬ 
main in port than for them 
to get sent back. We want 
to achieve a system where¬ 
by we have the containers 
ready in case of an emer¬ 
gency,” explains Chris¬ 
tensen. 

One 40-foot shipping 
container can carry up to 
67,200 pounds (an average 
family of 5) and resist over¬ 
turn when exposed to 
winds of up to 140 mph. 
SHORTTERM SOLUTION 


Ideally, SEED would like 
the shipping containers to 
be set in place if there 
were to be a disaster. 

The emergency homes 
would be able to withstand 
extreme weather condi¬ 
tions and provide other 
housing solution rather 
than tents. 

According to Hecker, 
Haiti isn’t quiet ready for 
the containers. 

“When we will be able to 
set up homes for the esti¬ 
mated 400,000 homeless 
remains ambiguous. We 
are hoping it will be in the 
next month, but this will 
depend on capturing the 
surplus of containers, get¬ 
ting the professionals 
there and all other logisti¬ 
cal issues.” 

LONG TERM SOLUTION 

In the long term, SEED 
wants to use the contain¬ 
ers as a basis for distraught 
communities to re-con¬ 
nect. 

Hecker and Christensen 
are working on the cus¬ 


tomization of the contain¬ 
ers. 

“After natural disasters, 
the soil loses its nutritional 
value so we’ve designed an 
emergency garden. We’ve 
identified local plant cy¬ 
cles ones that grow fast 
and produce the fruit and 
vegetables necessary for 
the community to become 
self-sufficient, such as 
bread fruit, yams and pota¬ 
toes,” explains Chris¬ 
tensen. 

Helping Haiti can only 
happen once SEED has es¬ 
tablished shipping con¬ 
tacts and some sort of 
functioning infrastructure, 
will they be able to fully 
implement the project in 
Haiti. 

“Because of the scale of 
the disaster, there is cur¬ 
rently a surplus of contain¬ 
ers which have been used 
to ship in emergency 
good,” says Skinner. 

In the long run, SEED 
would be able to convert 
these into houses.

ment Minister Jim Prentice 
said Saturday. 

But a spokesman for 


Greenpeace says these tar¬ 
gets will actually increase 
emissions, not lower them. 

While the government’s 
previous emission targets,

announced in 2006, would 
have resulted in a three 
per cent reduction in emis¬ 
sions over 1990 levels, 
these latest targets will ac¬

Martin, a climate and ener¬ 
gy co-ordinator with 
Greenpeace. “We’re head¬ 
ing in exactly the opposite 
direction that we need to 
head,” Martin said.

The Americans won two 
straight world champi¬ 
onship finals against Cana¬ 
da for the first time with 
Vetter in goal. 

Canada and the U.S. did 
not even meet at the 2006 
Olympics in Turin, Italy, 
where the under-prepared 
Americans were upset in 
the semifinal by Sweden. 

Vetter, who joined the 
national team the follow¬ 
ing year, has been the key 
in her country’s resur¬ 
gence in women’s interna¬ 


tional hockey since then. 

Goaltending had tradi¬ 
tionally been the Achilles’ 
heel of the U.S. in big 
games against Canada. 
That is no longer the case. 

“Jessie has gotten us 
over the hump as far as 
making the big saves and 
being under that pres¬ 
sure,” U.S. captain Natalie 
Darwitz said. 

“It’s difficult to score on 
her the first opportunity. 
She gets into people’s 
heads and they may grip 
their sticks a little bit 
tighter then.” 

From April 10, 2008, to 
Nov. 6, 2009, Vetter carried 
a 6-1 record versus Canada. 
Her most recent start was a 
3-2 shootout loss on Jan. 1 
in Ottawa, where the two 
countries played the last of 
six exhibition games prior 
to the start of the Olympic 
tournament Feb. 13.

More than 1,000 security cameras set up for Vancouver Games

privacy A vast network of 
security cameras set up 
for the Winter Olympics 
doesn’t go on line official¬ 
ly until today, but it’s al¬ 
ready nabbed its first mis¬ 
creant. 

The apprehension of the 
apparently hapless drunk 
has police crowing about 
the efficiency of the cam¬ 
eras. 

But privacy watchdogs 
have been nervous about 
the unprecedented de¬ 
ployment of electronic 
surveillance in Canada 
and sought assurances the 


cameras will be gone as 
quickly as the athletes af¬ 
ter the Games. 

More than a thousand 
new closed-circuit cam¬ 
eras will be in place moni¬ 
toring the boundaries of 
Olympic venues and spots 
in Vancouver and Whistler 
where crowds will gather. 

That doesn’t include ex¬ 
isting cameras inside ven¬ 
ues such as BC Place stadi¬ 
um and Canada Hockey 
Place, others already 
mounted in downtown 
buildings and a handful of 
cameras controlled by the 


B.C. government at their 
Robson Square celebration 
venue. 

The sheer number of 
them pales in comparison 
to the thousands keeping 
an eye on British citizens, 
but it’s by far the largest 
concentration of state-con¬ 
trolled cameras in any ju¬ 


risdiction in Canada. 

“I guess our concern has 
remained more the use of 
cameras after the 
Olympics rather than dur¬ 
ing the Olympics,” says 
Jim Burrows, a spokesman 
for the B.C. Information 
and Privacy Commission. 

“There certainly is this 


concern about this legacy 
of cameras and what plans 
for them will be.” 

But the networks’ opera¬ 
tors — there are two — 
have tried to reassure the 
B.C. commission and its 
federal counterpart that 
this isn’t a back-door at¬ 
tempt to set up a British- 
style Big Brother system. 

Chantel Bernier, assis¬ 
tant privacy commissioner 
of Canada, whose office 
has jurisdiction over the 
ISU cameras, says it’s been 
promised the cameras will 
come down once the 


Games are over. 

“Certainly we will en¬ 
sure that does occur and 
we will continue the dia¬ 
logue with them to ensure 
that does occur,” she says. 

Britain has thousands of 
government-controlled 
video cameras and access 
to images from an estimat¬ 
ed four million private se¬ 
curity cameras. 

Critics argue the money 
spent to install and moni¬ 
tor the systems could be 
better used on other forms 
of policing.

Bom in Italy, Kettlitz was 
raised in Brazil and did his 
undergraduate degree and 
MBA in the U.S. 

He started his career 
working with Chrysler in 
Detroit, and was later re¬ 
cruited by Coke’s head of¬ 
fice in Atlanta. 

The company then sent 
him back to Italy, where he 
rose to the country’s top job 
for the company. 

But Kettlitz was used to 
travel and change. So when 
Coke needed someone to 
head up sponsorship for the 
2006 games in Torino, Ket¬ 
tlitz took the job — after 
some hesitation. 

“How often in a big com¬ 
pany like Coke do you get 
the opportunity to start 
something from scratch? I 
took the job in Torino some¬ 
what reluctantly. It turned 
out to be the best job of my 
life.” 


After the games ended, 
Kettlitz packed up his wife 
and daughter to move back 
to Atlanta — then Coke’s 
Canadian office called, ask¬ 
ing him to organize the 
2010 games. He redirected a 
shipment of furniture and 
moved to Vancouver three 
years ago. 


The job started with about 
two years of planning. For 
the relay, for instance, Ket¬ 
tlitz had to decide how to 
choose 4,500 torch bearers 
(he eventually settled on 
getting people to write es¬ 
says about how they’re liv¬ 
ing greener), and plan how 
the company would take

care of bearers and provide 
entertainment on the route. 

Kettlitz has spent the last 
year hiring staff and seeing 
his ideas come to life. He’s 
been following the torch as 
much as possible: When he 
does he pretty much lives 
out of his car and answers 
his BlackBerry constantly. 


Now, he’s back in Vancou¬ 
ver hiring more staff: He’ll 
have 600 in total once the 
games start. He’ll put the 
finishing touches on how 
Coke will sell drinks and 
provide refreshments free 
for staff and athletes at 
sports venues, and pull to¬ 
gether programming for 
Coke’s special events ven¬ 
ues, like the 8,500 square 
foot tent in downtown Van¬ 
couver. 

During the game, Kettlitz 
will constantly drop in on 
the venues to encourage 
staff; plus he’ll be showing 
Coke’s executives and 
clients around. When it’s 
over, he expects lots of 
tears. “I cried at the end of 
Torino. You don’t want it to 
be over.”

The 52 nd Grammy Awards 
belonged to Beyonce as the 
singer smashed the record 
for most trophies by a 
female artist in a single 
night.

Aromatic Chicken 
and Vegetable 
Steamboat 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) skinless bone¬ 
less chicken breasts, thin 
strips 

1/2 tsp (2 mL) five-spice 
powder 

2 tbsp (25 mL) soy sauce 

1 1/4-in. (3-cm) piece fresh 
ginger, peeled and 
chopped 

1 celery stick, sliced 
1 garlic clove, sliced 
1 strip lemon peel 

6 cups (1.5 L) chicken 
stock 

1 red pepper, chunks 
1/2 lb (250 g) baby corn 

7 oz (200 g) broccoli florets 

2 scallions, thinly sliced 
1/2 lb (250 g) rice noodles 
1/2 lb (250 g) bole choy, 
quartered lengthwise 

METHOD: 

1. Put chicken into bowl. 
Add five-spice powder and 
soy sauce, and mix well. 


Set aside. 

2. Put ginger into pot with 
celery, garlic, lemon peel 
and stock. Boil, then 
reduce heat. Cover and 
simmer 5 minutes. 

3. Add chicken to stock, 
then add red pepper, corn 
and broccoli.
